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“ARTHUR'S FIRST VETO. 


THE CHINESE HAVE RIGHTS AS 
WELL AS THE AMERICANS. 


The President Vetoes the Chinese Bill, amd Espec- 
tally Objects to the Twenty Years Ciause—The 
Paper Listened to with Close Attention— 

Mr. Teller Makes a Parting Request. 

Wasnineton, April 4.—In the senate, Mr. 
Miller, of California, from the committee on 
foreign relations, reported favorably, with 
amendment, the senate bill to incorporate the 
Maritime canal company, of Nicaraugua. 

« THE VETO MESSAGE, 

Immediately after the reception of the 
president's message vetoing the anti Chinese 
bill, at 1:15 o’clock, the president, pro. tem., 
suspendgd the operation of business to lay 
the communication before the senate, and di- 
rected it to be read. The reading of the mes- 
sage by the secretary Was listened to with 
marked interest and attention by the entire 
senate. The vital objection of the president 
is to the twenty years suspension of immigra- 
tion, Which. he constraes is virtually prohibi- 
tory, and therefore violative of the spirit 
if not of the letter of the negotiation on 
which the treaty was based, and asa breach 
of national faith. The message calls atten- 
tion tothe proposition made by the United 
States commissioners on this point, the coun- 
ter- proposition on the part of China to show 
the understanding of the latter country in 
the agreement which was ultimately made, 
that immigration would be limited or re- 
stricted to a reasonable period. The presi- 
dent then points out other features of the act 
which, in his opinion, cannot be modified to 
advantage. Thesystem of personal registra- 
tion and passports is specifically men- 
tioned as undemocratic, and hostile to 
our institutions, and he alludes 
to the omission of the . act 
to make any provision for the transit to Chin 
of Chinese subjects now residing in foreign 
countries, to which subject the president adds 
his attention has been called by the Chinese 
minister. The message refers to the alleged 
benefits to its industries derived by the Pacifie 
slope from the presence of the Chinese. He 
therefore expresses apprehension of the inju- 
rious effect upon American commerce with 
China of legislation of the character proposed, 
unless carefully guarded, and without naming 
any specitic period of suspension he suggests 
that the length of the term should be experi- 
mental. The message and the bill were tem- 
porarily laid upon the table and ordered 
printed. 

The senate resumed the discussion of the 
bill granting a right-of-way through the Choc- 
taw Indian counuy to the St. Louis and San 
Franeisco railroad company, and Mr. Maxey 
concluded his arguivent in tavor of the meas- 
ure. Messrs. Hawley, Hoar. Coke, Vest and 
Ingalls discussed the bill, which finally went 
over without a vote. 

MR TELLERS LAST REQUEST. 

Mr. Teller asked present cunsideration of 
the house bill admitting free of duty articles 
fcr exhibition at tie coming Colorado exposi- 
tion. Mr. Anthony said he hoped the request 
would be granted, in view of the latter’s 
probable immediate retirement from the sen- 
ate. Mr. Ingalls, soto voce— Though lost to 
sight t» memory dear.’

THE ARMY BILL. 


The Retiring Section Amended #«o as to Sult the 
Sherman Interest. ' 

Wasminctox, April 4.—In the house, on 
motion of Mr. Cook, of Georgia, the senate 
bill was passed for the sale of the military 
barracks of Savannah. The morning hour 
having been dispensed with, the house at 
12:50 went into committee of the whole on 
the army appropriation bill. 

THE KETIRING CLAUSE. 

Mr. Henderson, of Illinois, under instruc- 
tions from the committee on military affairs, 
moved to strike out the compulsory retire- 
ment clause and insert a proviso that when- 
ever an ofticer has served 35 years, either as 
an officer or soldier in the reguiar or volun- 
teer service, he shall, if he make application 
to the president, be placed upon the retired 
list. Ii he hasserved for 40 years, or ls 62 
years of age, he shall be’ placed on 
the retired list provided taat this shall not 
apvly to the generals, lieutenant generals and 
resent major generals of the army. Aftera 
Sen debate the excepting clause was stricken 
out and the amendment as amended was in- 
serted in the bill in lieu of the provision 
originally reported. An amendment was 
adopted providing that any supernumer- 
ary officer may be honorably discharged at 
his own request, with the receipt of One years 
pay and allowances for every five years of his 
service, but no officer shall receive more than 
three years’ pay and allowances. Pending 
appeals from decision of the chair on a point 
ot order raised against the clause transferring 
claims from the quarter-master general's 
office to the court of claims, the commiuttee 
rose and the house adjourned. 
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FEDERAL FINANCES. 


the Public Debt—Some Notable 
acts Conside: ed. 

Wasuincton, April 3.—A comparison of the 
debt statement issued on Saturday with that 
issued one year ago shows that during the 
past twelve months there has been a decrease 
of the interest debt to the amout of over one 
hundred and forty eight millions. The 
amount of bonds actually redeemed was 
nearly one hundred and forty-two millions. 
The aggregate reduction of the total indebt- 
edness of all classes was one hundred and 
twenty-five millions, and the -reduction of 
the total debt less cash in the treasury was 
over one hundred and forty seven millions. 
So far as the reduction of the debt is con- 
cerned the current fiscal year bids fair to be 
the most notable year in the financial history 
of the government. During the first three 

uarters, just enled, nearly $119,000,000 of 
bonds have been redeemed, canceled and de- 
stroyed. If this rate of redemption should be 
continued during the remaining quarter the 
total redemption for the fiscal year will amount 
to over $138,000,000. Tbe reduction of the 
debt, less cash in the treasury, during the 
nine months has been over $114,000,000, or at 
the rate of $152,000,000 for the year. The out- 
standing principal of tue debt has been re- 
duced by over 3105,000,000, or at the rate of 
$137,000,000 forthe year. ‘he largest previous 
annual reduction of the principal took piace 
during the fiscal year 187, when it amounted 
to $126,000, 000. 

NOTEWORTHY FACT. . 

Not less noteworthy are the official figures 
obtained from the treasury department relat- 
ing to the receipts and expenditures of the 
government for the first three-quarters of the 
current fiscal year. For the nine months 
ending March 31, the custom receipts were in 
round numbers $167,000,000, or nearly $20,- 
000,000 in excess of the receipts for the cor- 
responding period of the last fiseal year. The 
internal revenue receipts were over $105,000,- 
000, or $8,000,000 in excess of the receipts for 

first three-quarters of last 

and the miscellaneous re- 
were over $27,000,000, or $5,000,000 

ater than for the nine nionths of last year. 

he total increase during the nine months 
amounts to over $3,000,000, Assuming that 
the receipts will be as large from the several 
services during the last quarter of the current 
year as they were during the last quarter of 
the last fiscal year, the total’ customs revenue 
‘will reach $217,000,000 for the present year, 
the internal revenue $144,900,000 and the mis- 
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cellaneous $35,000,000, a total of $394,000,000, 
an increase of 333,000,000. During the nine 
months just ended 

THE EXPENDITURES, 

The expenditures, exclusive of payments 
made on accountof interest or principal of the 
public debt were $193,000,000, as against $204,- 
000,000 for the corresponding period of last 
year, a decrease of $11,000,000, If the expen- 
ditures of the remaining quarter of the cur- 
rent year equal those of the last quarter of 
the last year, the total for the year will be 
$250,000,000, $20,000 less than Secretary Fol- 
ger’s estimates. It is pertinent to remark 
that the forty-sixth congress, democratic in 
both branches, voted the appropriations for the 
current fiscal year, and despite the temptation 
of an overflowing treasury, the last congress, 
though compelled to make some extraordinary 
appropriations for pensions and the last cen- 
sus, succeeded in guarding the treasury 
against any large extravagance in the expen- 
ditures. In so doing the democratic house of 
representatives and senate most effectively 
aided the treasury department in reducing the 
publie debt this year. The present republican 
congress is increasing the aggregate of every 
appropriation bill, and is entering upon other 
extravagances which -will impair the ability 
of the treasury to reduce the public debt 
largely next year. , 
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AMERICANS IN PRISON. 


The Meeting of Pretest in New York Against Lowell’ 
Subserviency to Granville. 

New York, April 3.—A great throng as- 
sembled at Cooper institute to-night, the oc- 
casion being the mass meeting called by the 
prominent Irishmen of the city to protest 
against the action of the English government 
‘ndetaining American citizens in English 
prisons. When the doors were opened every 
seat was soon occupied, including the plat- 
form chairs, in many of which were ladies 
anda number of Catholic clergy. In the 
rear of the speaker's desk was a life-size por- 
trait of the late Governor Marcy. The audi- 
ence was an intelligent body and represented 
principally the middle and working classes. 

ON THE PLATFORM. 

On the platform were Mayor Grace, chair- 
man: Patrick Ford, chairman of the com- 
mittee of arrangéments; Prot. Jno. R. Bro- 
phy, vice-president; Augustine E, Ford, sec- 
retary; Edward J. Rowe, Ex-Speaker Samuel 
J. Randall, Congressmen Wm. E. Robinson 
and 8. S. Cox, General Roger A. Pryor, Co- 
lonel Frederick A. Conkling, O. Donovan 
Rossa, Stephen J. Meany, Eugene Kelly, Sen- 
ator Jones, of Florida, and Miss Lubina 
Davitt, sister of Michael Davitt. ' 

SPEECH BY MAYOR GRACE. 

The proceedings were not opened until 8 p. 
m., When Secretary Ford briefly stated the 
object of the meeting and introduced Mayor 
Grace as the presiding oflicer of the meeting, 
who made the opening speech. In the course 
of hisspeech he said: “Our cause of com- 
plaint is that the representatives of the Amer- 
ican government, the only authorities to 
which our imprisoned fellow-citizens can pre- 
fer their complaint against the arbitary action 
of British officials, are lukewarm or altogeth- 
er inactive in protecting theirrights. Our 
law is very explicit that in such case the pres- 
ident shall forthwith demand the reasons of 
such imprisonment, andif it appears to be 
wrongful and in violation of the rights of 
American citizenship, the president shall 
forthwith demand the release of such citizen. 
For many weary months these men have been 
held in durance, and our government offers 
them no aid. It is apparently satisfied that 
it has done its duty when it has secured from 
Lord Granville the information that he will 
give it no satisfaction. Here the matter would 
be allowed to rest, for according to our minis- 
ter to the court of St. James, ‘‘Dear 
Granville’? has assured him that theré is 
reason for what has been done, and 
“Dear Granville’ is a man whose word can 
be relied upon. We are here this evening, 
ger.tlemen, according to the words of the call 
to demand that our government extend to 
these nen the full protection which their al- 
‘egiance to it guarantees, 

SUNSET COX'S SUNBURST. 

He then introduced Hon. 38. 8. Cox, who 
spoke at some length to the text conveyed in 
Mayor Grace’s statement. After reciting the 
action of our government in parallel cases in 
former years, the Martin Koszta case, and 
more recently in the cases of the naturalized 
Germans, underlying the principle of the 
naturalization laws that naturalization 
places immigrants on an absolute equality 
of citizenship with the native born, he assert- 
ed that the action of England in the cases of 
the imprisoned Irishmen was a violation. of 
treaty obligations, and our minister to Eng- 
land acquiesces in this vioiation. Whatis the 
remedy? said Mr. Cox. Tworemedies for a 
breach of treaty are known to the law of na- 
tions. The one is amicable, by diplomacy; 
the other is hostile, by arms. if our minister 
fails let-us call him home, and scek one less 
in accord with the feudal views and 
more in accord with the genius of our 
locomotive age, one endowed _ with 
spirit of the American people as Madison, 
Jackson, Marcy and Seward understood and 
administered it, but it issaid ‘‘ngland treats 
citizens as Irishmen who forget that they are 
Americans.’’ Well, now, she does not inquire 
what they have done. She does not answer 
our requests to be informed save by pointing 
to the warrant for the arrest of the suspects. 
She does not try. She arrests andimprisons 
without judge, jury or legal warrant, and she 
imprisons for a definite crime or time. 
Her coercion law defies the habeas corpus 
and the magna charta as dead letters to her. 
With usthey are vital with liberty. The 
right to hold Parnell, Davitt and Dillon may 
be conceded as among her menicipal rights, 
however grievous and wrongful, but under 
our treaty and with the elemental thought of 
our age as its interpreter, she must answer to 
us for the cause of the capture and detention 
of our own citizens. Less than this we can- 
not ask; more we need not as Americans de- 


mand. 


TAXING MESSAGES. 


A Telegraphic Tax Case, from Texas Passed Upon by 
the Supreme Court. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Wasutneton, April 4.—An important tax 
decision was rendered by the supreme court 
to day. in the case of the Western Union tel- 
egraph company plaintiff in error, vs. the 
state of Texas, brought here upon a writ of 
error to the supreme court of Texas. 

THE QUESTION STATED. 

The question presented by this case is the 
right of the state to impose a tax. of one cent 
each on telegraph messages sent and received 
at all offices within its limits, without mak- 
ing any discrimination between telegrams 
sent to points in the state and those sent to 
points out of the state, and without except 
ing from the operation of the tax messages 
sent by agents of the government on govern- 
ment business. 

THE HOLDING OF THE COURT. 

This court holds that the state may tax tel- 
egraph companies on messages sent over the 
wires of such companies at its discretion, 
where such messages pass between poin § 
within the state limits, but that the taxation 
of messages which originate or go outside of 
the state is a regulation of inter-state com- 
merce,and as such is beyond the power of the 
state. Thetaxation of government messages 
is also unconstitutional for the reason 
that it is taxation by the state of the means 
employed by the government of the United 
States to execute its powers. The judgment 
of the court below is reversed with costs, and 
cause is remanded with instructions to re- 
verse the judgment of the district court of 
Travis county, and proceed thereafter as jus- 
tice may require not inconsistent with the 


opinion of the court. Opinion by Chief Jus- 
tice Waite.

THE FORDS. 

Governor Crittenden stated, here to day that 
his first meeting with. Ford, at the St. James 
hotel, in this clty, was on February 22, when 
'¢ arrangements by which Jesse James was

mated. He met Little a few days later. He 
vas non-commiital as to the disposition to be 
made of Ford and Little, but admitted that 
their ultimate pardon was not improbable. 

IDRNTIFYING THE BODY. 

Sheriff Timberlake, Dick Little 
Samuels, mother of the dead bandit, passed 
through this place last night en route to St. 
Joseph, where they have since identified the 
body under oath. The double confession of 
Dick Little is still a mystery, and the officers 
ure endeavoring to solve itand learn which is 
correct. The trial of the Blue Cut robbers is 
still in progress at Independence, and the ut- 
most éfforts of the counsel are directed toward 
proving an alibi. 

A THREAT BY JESSE JAMES, 

Mattie Collins, wife of Dick Little, recently 
showed a correspondent a letter received 
about two weeks ago from Sesse James, in 
which he stated that he would stay in this 
country until he had killed Dick Little, and 
that then ‘he and his brother Frank and their 
families would put the Atlantic ocean be- 
tween them and the United States. 

IT WAS UNDERSTOOD, 

Governor Crittenden, who arrived in Kan- 
sas City this morning, asserts positively that 
the body is that of Jesse James, and his death 
was the result of an understanding between 
the authorities and Beb Ford, who killed 
him, and Dick Little, Who surrendered to 
Sheriff Timberlake at the same time that 
Ford did.

THE ONSLAUGHT ON LITTLE. 

When Mrs. Samuels retired from the court- 
room Dick Little was standing near the door. 
Her eyes rested on him a moment, then she 
turned upon him with the fierceness of tiger: 
‘Traitor, traitor, traitor,’”’ she exclaimed ex- 
citedly. ‘‘God will send vengeance on you 
for this. You are the cause of all this. Oh, 
you villain, I would rather be in my _ poor 
boy’s place than in yours.” 

THE JURY'S FINDING, 

The jury found a verdict that James came 
to his death from a pistol shot at the hands 
of Robert Ford. The Ford brothers are con- 
fined in jail, charged with the murder, under 
warrant sworn out by Mrs) James. They will 
not be interviewed, and the sheriff refuses 
admittance to all comers. Robert Ford, who 
did the shooting, is twenty-two years old and 
Charley is twenty. 

THE SENSATION CAUSED, 

The confirmation of James’s death has cre- 
ated a profound sensation in western Missouri, 
and ‘farmers near this place and Independ- 
ence, Who have not been in this place for 
years, rode into town this morningir order to 
investigate the rumor. Some denvunce Ford 
as an assassin, Whose only object was blood- 
meney, while others excuse him upon the 
ground of expediency. 

THE ASSASSINS IN SOME DANGER. 

The governor will return to Jefferson city 
to-night, where some steps will be taken to 
protect Ford, who is thought to be in danger 
from the friends of the dead robber cracker 
Neck was upon horse back this morning, and 
some threats of vengeance are said to have 
been made againstthe lives of Ford and Lit- 
tle. The Ford brothers reside on a farm 
about two miles from Richmond, 
the county seat of Ray county 
in this state. Robert, who did the shooting, 
is only about twenty yearsold. Their house 
is said to have been a rendezvous of some of 
the James gang, and it was there that Dick 
Little killed Wood Hite, the brother of Clar- 
ence Hite, who was recently sentenced to 
twenty-five years in the penitentiary, and is 
now in prison. Itis said that both belong- 
ed to the James gang at one time. but this 
statement does not seem to be verified. The 
family came from Virginia fifteen years ago, 
and has always been considered very respect- 
abie. Forsome time past both brothers are 
believed to have been in the detective ser- 
vice, and especially engaged in hunting out 
the members of the James gang.

The Story of the Killing. 
From the Nashville American. 

St. Josepn, Mo., April 3.—Between 8 and 9 
o'clock, this morning, Jesse James, the Mis- 
souri outlaw, was killed by a boy, 20 years 
old, named Robert Ford, at his temporary 
residence on Thirteenth and LaFayette 
streets, in thiscity. In the light of all moral 
reasoning, the shooting was unjustifiable, but 
law is vindicated and $50,000 reward oftered 
by the state for the body of the brigand, dead 
or alive will doubtless go to the man, who had 
conrage to draw a revoiveron the notorious 
outlaw, when his back was turned, as in this 
case. Thereis little doubt that the killing 
was the result of a premeditated plan, formed 
by Robert and Charles Ford, several months 
ago. Charles had been an accomplice of 
Jesse James since the 3d of last November, 
and entirely possessed his confidence. Robert 
Ford, bis brother, joined Jesse near the house 
of Mrs. Samuels, the mother of the James 
boys, last Friday a week ago, and accompa- 
nied Jesse and Uharles to this city on Sunday, 


March 23. 
THE ROBBERS’ RENDEVOYS. 

Jesse, his wife and two children removed 
from Kansas City (where they lived for sev- 
ocaancn until they feared their where- 
abouts would be suspected ) in a wagon to this 


city, arriving here November 18, 1881, accom- 


panied by Charles Ford, and rented a house 
ou the corner of Lafayette and Twenty-first 
streets, where they stayed two months, when 
they secured house 1,318 on LaFayette street, 
formerly the property of Councilman Ayles- 
bury, paying $14 a month for it, and giving 
the name of Thomas Hard. The house isa 
one-story cottage, painted white, with green 
shutters, and romantically situated on the 
brow of a lofty eminence cast of the city, 
commanding a fine view of the principal 
portion of the city the river and ,rail- 
roads, and adapted, as if by nature, for 
the perilous and desperate culling of James. 
Just east of the house is a deep gulch, 
like a ravine, and beyond a broad expanse of 
open country, backed by a belt of timber. 
The house, except from the west side, can be 
seen for several miles. There isa large yard 
attached to the cottage, and a stable where 
Jesse had been keeping two horses, which 


but too late, 


were found there this morning. Charles and 
tobert Ford have been occupying one of the 
rooms in the rear of the dwelling and bave 
secretly had an understanding to kill Jesse 
ever since last fall. 

A PROPOSED SCHEME, 

A short time ago, befure Robert had joined 
James, the latter proposed to rob the bank at 
Platte City. He said the Burgess murder 
trial vould commence there to-day, and his 
plan was, if they could get another compan- 
lon, to take aview of the situation of the 
Platte City bank, and while the arguments 
were being heard in the murder case, which 
would naturally engage the attention of the 
citizens, boldly execute one of his fa- 
vorite raids. Charles Ford approved 
of the plan, ,and suggested his 
brother Robert as a companion, worthy 
of sharing the enterprise with them. Jesse 
had met the boy at the latter’s house, near 
Richmond, three years ago, and consented to 
see him. The two men accordingly went to 
where Robert was, and arranged to have him 
accompany them to Platte City. As stared, 
all three of them came to St.Joseph a week ago 
Sunday. They remained at the one all the 
wedk. Jesse thought it best that Robert 
should not exhibit himself on the premises, 
lest the presence of three able-bodied men, 
who were doing nothing, should excite sus- 
picion. They had fixed upon to-night to go 
to Platte City. 

THE CULMINATION OF THE TRAGEDY, 

Ever since the boys had been with Jesse 
they had watched for an opportunity to shoot 
him, but he was always so heavily armed that 
it was impossible to draw a weapon without 
his seeing it. They declare they had no idea 
of taking him alive, considering the under- 
taking suicidal. The opportunity they had 
long wished for came this morning. James 
was stunding ona chair dusting some pic- 
tures. His back was now turned to the 
brothérs, who silently stepped between Jesse 
and his revolvers, and at a motion from Char- 
ley both drew their guns. Robert was the 
quickest of the two. In one motion 
he had the long weapon to a_ level 
With his eye, with the muzzle no 
more than four feet from the back of the 
outlaw’s head. Even in that motion, quick 
as thought, there was something which did 
not escape the acute ears of the hunted man. 
He made a motion asif to turn his head to 
ascertain the cause of that suspicious sound, 
A neryous pressure on the trig- 
ger, a quick flash, a sharp report, and the 
well-directed ball crashed through the out- 
lawsskull. There was not an outery; just 
the swaying of the body, and it fell heavily 
hack upon the carpeted floor. The ball had 
entered the base of the skull and made its 
way out through the forehead over the right 
eye. It had been fired out of a Colt’s 45 cali- 
bre, improved pattern, silver-mounted and 
pearl-handled pistol, presented by the dead 
man to his slayer only a few days ago. 

INSPECTING THE BODY 

An inspection of the body at the morgue 
revealed two large bullet holes on the right 
side of the breast within three inches of the 
nipple, a bullet wound in the leg and the ab- 
sence of the middle finger of the left hand. 
He was a fine looking man, apparently forty 
years old, with a broad forghead, and _ his 
physiognomy was that of an intelligent as 
wellasa resolute and daring man. After 
viewing the remains, the coroner repaired to 
the court, whither soon after Mrs. James, in 
custody of Marshal Craig and the two Ford 
boys, both heavily armed, followed. They 
were kept in separate apartments until the 
jury announced itself ready to hear the testi- 
mony.

The Hiatory of the Gang. 

The killing of Jesse James revives interest 
in the story of the many crimes with which 
he bas been connected. The history of his 
band of border rubbers reads more like a 
romance than a reality. Fourteen banks, 
seve. trains, several stages and a fair grounds 
were robbed by this gang. The original band 
as organized in the fall of 1860, consisted of 
Charles W, Quantrell, William Haller, James 
and Jobn Little, FKdward Coger, Andrew 
Walker, John Hampton, James Kelly and 
Solomon Basham, but only three of this num- 
ber figured cons»icuously in the daring deeds 
that followed the organization. -In the spring 
of 1861 the list was swelled by the addition of 
David Pool, John Jarrett, William Gregg, 
John Coger, Richard Burns, George Todd, 
George Shepherd and Coleman  Youn- 
ger, and these new recruits are the 
men who made the gang memorable. 
In 1863 William -Anderson was added to 
the list, and he alone murdered fifty-three 
men.. Then came Archie Clemmens, a boy 
soldier, blue eyed and beardless, who in one 
short year eclipsed the record of every known 
guerrilla by killing fifty-four men. In April 
1865, Frank and Jessie James became at- 
tached to the Quantrell gang. Frank was 
then eighteen years of age and Jesse sixteen. 
but both deadly shots and intrepid fight- 
ers. They were always peculiar looking 
men. Even in their manhood they have 
worn no beard, and were known by their 
prominent noses, thin visage, cold gray’eyes 
and large ears. Though two years younger, 
Jesse James has achieved more reputation 
than his brother Frank, for he has more 
brains and more ability. Jesse possesses an 
inteliectual head and face, with every linea- 
ment as fine as a woman’s, while Frank re- 
sembles a tall, angular country lad with his 
first suit of store clothing. 

T iE PROTHERS’ (OMPAECT. 

The James boys were born and reared in 
Clay county and Dick Little in Jackson coun- 
ty. Quantrell was never a resident of Mis. 
souri, but circumstances caused him to spend 
the greater part of his life among the hills of 
the Blue Cut andthe prairies of Saline and 
Lafayette counties. The chief of guerrillas 
lied a natural death in the city of Louisville. 
After the war closed Jesse James received a 
terrible wound through one of his lungs, and 
lay for nearly a year, seen and attended only 
by Dr. Lankford, of Kansas City, who hursed 
him back to life and health. Since that 
occasion Jesseand Frank James have never 
traveled _ together, although in daily 
communication and never far apart. 
Both may have concocted dreadful deeds, 
but only one took the lead in the execution. 
Yesterday it was Frank who charged upon a 
passing train and rifled the express packages; 
to-day it was Jesse. The reasons for this 
method are partially obvious. They always 
have a reserve force and can cope with the 
strongest of posses. The greatest reason that 
the James brothers travel apart is in pursu- 
ance of a solemn oath thatin case of treach- 
erous murder of one brother his death may 
be avenged by the remaining brother. It is 
impossible to capture both at once, because 
they are never seen together.

General Gordon is going to Europe before 
long on important business connected with 
the development of certain lands, and the 
building of new railroads in the’ southwest. 
With the general's energy, which keeps him 
always on the go, there is a genial playtulness 
and boyishness about him that makes his 
presence congenial to all, both old and young; 
and probably no agent could be sent abroad 
more likely to win success. Everybody seems 
to love him; children hang around him, la- 
dies flatter him, old men seek his company, 
and audiences uve charmed by his eloquence, 
General Robert E.*Lee yielded to the tascina- 
tion of his’ genius. and involunta- 
rily rendered it an immortal 
tribute in an incident that was 
sublimg in its grandeur. It was at Appomat- 
tux court-house—Grant had demanded Lee’s 
surrender and Lee had refused; another day 
had passed; Lee sent word to Gordon to know 
whether anything more could be done; with 
a handful of men Gordon confronted an im- 
penetrable barrier of steel; ‘It’s hopeless,”’ 
was Gordon’s reply. When Lee heard Gor- 
don’s opinion he drooped his head and s id, 
“Then we have done all that can be done,’’ 
and conseuted to surrender. A» long us Gor- 
don hoped, Lee held on. 

With all the general's gaiety and imagina- 
tion, he is, and always has been sincerely a 
pious man, and never went into an engage- 
ment that he did not ask Divine assistance 
and favor. Once, however, he almost lost 
his gravity at prayers held on the eve of a 
battle—the battle of the Wilderness. One of

the common suldiers was called on to pray, 
and men could pray at such times, knowing 
that within the next hour or two one or 
more of them must be lying in the dust. On 
this occasion the soldier began, ‘Oh, Lord! 
though knowest we are about to engage in a 
terrible conflict, if you take a proper view of 
the subject.” At this time the hearers lost 
their gravity, and fought the battle of the 
Wilderness with their internal spirits giggling 
all the way through. 

At another time, when Gordon was about 
to lead an attack at Peter8burg, he and Gen- 
eral Heth and some others went intoa little 
school-room on the lines to pray. Sul Heth, 
the general’s brother and adjutant general, 
who was always on the lookout for a drink, 
was standing alittle ways off,and Henry Pey- 
ton, one of General Lee's staff, beckoned him 
to come to the house and juin them. Sol did 
not undeystand their object, but totally mis- 
conceiving it, held up his canteen and sha- 
king it, suid, ‘‘No, I thank you; I've just got 
hold of some.” °

It was thought last menthand almost up to 
the present date, that the turpentine men 
who were cutting new crops this season had a 
very fair prospect, from the fact that a black 
beetle had attacked the trees and that all sub- 
ject to their ravages would die, and as nearly 
every tree showed signs of being infested with 
them atits first cutting, the prospect was in- 
deed gloomy. Tam happy to say that from 
mv almost daily inspection of the trees in 
my immediate neighborhood, and a recent 
trip in Liberty, showed that the ravages have 
almost entirely ceased and very few trees have 
died. Itis thought by some that this beetle 
is the progenitor of the worm commonly 
known as the sawyer, whose attack is known 
to be certain death to the tree, but this belief 
has no good foundation, and it is hoped as this 
is not an established fact the epoch of danger 
has passed, The very forward spring has put 
this class of croppers, the turpentine men, to 
their trumps, the trees are yielding sap at an 
almost rushing speed and they are troubled 
to gather it fast enongh.,

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AN OLD GEORGIA TOWN-ITS PAST 
: AND PROSPECTS. | 


An Interesting Sketch of a Visit to é Newton Co ty 
Town—Iis Historic Associat.:on—Black Gewk 
and the Indians—Origin of the Name-The 
Water-power Man—Business Done. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
SNAPPING SHOALS, Newton County, Ga., 


April 3, 1882.—One evening, a great many 
years ago, nearly a hundred, perhaps, a lone 
Indian warrior and chief entered his wigwam 
and, throwing down an old gun in despuir, 
cried: “It is nothing buta d—n snapping 
shoals, any how.” He had watched long and 
wearily on an island at horse shoe bend, near 
here on the river, and after having stood 
through the long watches ef a night and day 
in the thicket, he was at last rewarded by the 
sight of a noble pair of antlers Within easy 
gunshot. His weapon was an old flint and 
steel musket, primitive and awkward in de- 
sign, the kind used by our forefathers, which 


failed to ,0 off when he pulled the trigger; 
He snapped again and again, but with poor 
success. The deer continued to browse among 
the shoals, and the chief went away in despair 
It Was In the “long and dreary Winter;"’ snow 
lay thick and broadcast over the land.’ In his 
Wigwam his patient squaw lingered in silent 
Waiting for his retura. Three days, and 
No - gume had been returned ; 
their situation was growing readily 
Into one of great uneasiness und dread. And 
When the painted chiet entered his wigwam, 
if their condition was piteable, then it was 
desperate now. In the anger and hate 
against the white man for inventing such a 
profilless gun, for which he had thrown away 
vow und arrow, he uttered the exclamation I 
have quoted above. This Indian was Black 
Hawk, the chief of the Sac and Fox tribes, 
Whose reservation was near the mouth of the 
Ituck river on the east side of the Mississippi: 
How and when he came to Georgia, 1 knew 
not, asi find no authentic account on this 
point. Nevertheless, the inhabitants of this 
quiet country village of laughing waters, have 
told me the above story, and from the remark 
of Black Hawk, over the failure to fire his 
flint and steell, came the name o3 “Snapping 
Shoals.’” It must have been a surt of grand 
park fur the Indians, for the country is wild 
and picturesque, and the people hoid in 
memory many old legends of the days when 
the Inuian *‘wooed his dusky maid,” and sat 
near these beautiful rapids, basking in the 
sunlight their own smiles and happiness. 
Relics continue to be found even to this day, 
and many an arrow head, old pipe or rude 
knife can be seen on the mantels of these 
good people. 

Almost since the oldest inhabitant can re- 
member, these shoals have been utilized for 
water power, and nearly ever since the Indi- 
uns Went away, a mill has been grinding up 
grain. Happening to meet Mr. Josiah M. 
Bosworth, wu few duys ago, he invited me out 
here ou a secial visit, and thisis what brought 
me to Snapping Shoals. Mr. Bosworth isa 
man well Kuown in Atlanta, have been a long 
lime in the service of McBride & Co. Down 
here, however, and inall this section, he .s 
known as 

THE WATER POWER MAN, 

He owns all of the Snapping Shoals proper 
ty, besides anuther very Hne water power at 
Isiand shoals, sume four miles beluw here. 
Both these shoals, Lneglected to mention, are 
on South river. Associated with Mr. Bus- 
worth, is Mr. Wm. ‘T. Farnsworth, of Atlanta. 
The career of the former of these two gentle- 
men hus been of great interest, and few men 
in Georgia can show a better record for busi- 
ness sayacity than hehusdemonstrated. Five 
years ago he Jett Atlanta and came here to 
open a country store with a capital of scarcely 
$1,000. By hard work and close application 
to business, however, he added to his capital 
until he was enabled to buy the entire Snuap- 
ping shoals property and also the Island 
shoals, and ali the improvements, mills, ete. 
There are now at Snapping Shoals improye- 
ments worth $15,000 and at Island shougsa 
miliand other enterprises worth $12,U00. 

THE BUSINESS DONE’ 

These two places do un annual business of 
over 300,000, of which Snapping Shoals does 
about $20,000. Mr. Bosworth bad a hard time 
getting things his own way about a strictly 
cash system, but being satistied that in no 
other way could he so thoroughly succeed, 
he has stuck to it from the first with the re- 
sults Ihave just given. At each place he 
owbs a general merchandise store, keeping all 
kinds of supplies needed by farmers, His 
work up to now is a model one of its kind, 
and serves to show what energy and will can 
do, even away trom railroad facilities. From 
the present vutlouk, there is every probability 
of Mr. Bosworth svon becoming independently 
wealthy, and I have po doubt but that such 
foriune will be his. Indeed, I have faith in 
hard licks, and Mr. LB. seems.to be hitting 
right from the shoulder. 

THE IMMENSE WATER POWER. 

“Now tell me. Mr. Busworth,”’ said I when 
we stuod at the fuot of the rapids and loukeu 
up the river, “‘what fall you have here.”’ 

Phe river was magn ficent, and asthe waters 
came surging duwn against the rocks, hereand 
there leaping Over a natural dam aud pouring 
inty pretty cascades, 1 wondered why capitat 
did notseek this spout with its machinery 
where nothing wou d be needed but the pow- 
erfurnished by nature turun it, 

“rom Where we stand,” Mr. B. replied, 
‘there is a fall of 18 feet to the mile; and 22 
to this immediate spot. A few hundred feet 
below here the fall increases an additional 8 
feet befure the river becomes placid again. If 
yuu will look in frunt of you yonder, you can 
see the dam about a quarcer of a mile away. 
Chis dam is natural, and hence the superior- 
ty of the eneral advantages of the piace. I 
only use 14 teetof the fall at mv flour mill, 
which is the greatest plenty. I could quad- 
ruple my machinery with the same water- 
wueel lum now using.” 

**How far back does your slack water run 
from the dam ?”’ 

“Abuouta mile andahalf. You can see it 
from this knoll here, commencing in a 
broad - sheet from the break. | am never 
short of water. This is another strong ad- 
vantage of this place. At any time, tov, in 
high orlow water, I could turn the entire 
river into the cunal and thus obtain unliuuit- 
ed puwer.”’

This is nota fancy estimate, but one 
based on cernmon sense and backed by results 
already obtained from other experiments. 
ISLAND SHOALS. 

Now. at Island shoals, which I also own, 
the power is even greater than it is here. 
The fall is 24 feet in less than a quarter ofa 
mile, and the power scarcely calculable. The 
water eddies fur a mile above the place, and 
there is from one to three miles of slack 
water. The dam there is also a natural one, 
and all the trouble negessary to erect new 
‘mills, in addition to those already there, 
would be to build the house.

for acotton factory. Several years ago Isaac 
8. Holifield, of Henry county, commenced to 
build a large factory 150x100 feet, built the 
foundations and was ready to —- when 
he was stopped by the war.

These foundations are of 
stone and are assolid and good as new.”’

“Yes, a number. I am now in correspond- 
ence with William E. Hooper & Sons, of Bal- 
timore, who are Jouking to the south for a 
chance to invest some of their capital in cot- 
ton mills. A Baltimore drunmmer was here 
the other day to sell me some goods, and, af- 
ter taking a look ut the shoals, said: ‘Why, 
man, you don’tever want to sell any more 
goods here if you will only build one eotton 
factory.’ ”’ 

CAN BE BOUGHT FOR A 8 NG. 

Forgetting to ask the value of the Island 
shoals property, I have since been informed 
that it can be bought for the nominal sum*of 
$15.000. This seems likea mistake, but it is 
in keeping with Mr. Bosworth’s remark al- 
ready given that he will make a big sacrifice 
in order to bring capital here. 

THE RAILROAD FACILITIFS. 

“What are your railroad facilities now?” I 
asked. 

“Well, we are ten miles from Covington, 
but when the Logansville road is completed 
we will only be a little over two miles from 
the line. This will greatly lessen the incon- 
venience of being a little off the railroad, and 
will indeed be such a convenience over the 
present state of affairs that we will really 
imagine ourselves righton the railroad. How- 
ever, it is not so very bad as it is, because the 
roads are very fine from here to Covington.”’

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THE COCHET Ci AIM IN PERU, 


Minister Huribut Explains Why It Is Worthless. 

WASHINGTON, April 3.—At the meeting of 
the house committee on foreign affairs to-day, 
Chairman Williams said he had received a 
communication frum Minister Hurlbut in re- 
gard tothe Cochet claim. The letter is as 
follows: 

UNITED STATES LEGATION, Lima, Peru, Fet ruary 
27, 188 —Dear Sir: I shail probably leave this city 
for the United States early in Aprilon leave of 
absence. In reference to the Crochet claim, which I 
unde:sstand is the foundation of the Peruvian 
company, I desire to siate for your information, 
or for any committee of either 
house which may choose to exam- 
ine it, certain principal aud controlling 
facts. First, Alexander Cochet was a French sub- 
ject, lived such and died such; second, his sup- 
pored heir, his illegitimate son, through whom the 
company claim, Was never legitamatized, or, at all 
events, I have no evidence of il; third, in that case 
Cochet's rights,if any.de-scended to his sisters, living 
in France: fourth, granting that Cochet hada 
claim and that it was propeily transferred to the 
compauy, stil. it Wasa French claim, and the com 
pauy, having acquired nothing but a litigation 
isnot within the protection of the United Staies, 
which is oply given for injuries and wrongs in 
fHicted upon American citizens; fifth, there never 
Was any law of Peru appiicable toa case like that 
of Cocnhet, which gave one ihird to a discoverer, 
It is a grievous misconeption. The law 
relates only to ‘ coucealed property.’’ aud was 
given after the suppression cf the converts to 
encourage the di-covery of property belouginpg to 
such convents “hidden and concealed:'’ sixth 
Cochet himself in bis lifetime never made any suc 
claim; seventh, the whole question is res adjudi- 
cata.

PRESENTIMENTS. 


An Investigation of the Cuuses of These Dark Fere- 
bodeings which Make Powerful Men Weak. 
From the Goldeu Rule. 

Much apprehension has been occasioned 
throughout Almerica from the announcement 
made by Professor Proctor that the return in 
nineteen years’of the great comet of last sum- 
mer will cause the destruction of the earth. 
But while people are becoming sv strangely 
exercised over this announcement, an event 


of far more serious importance, which is tak- 


ing place to-day, seems to be almost wholly 
overlooked. The nature of this most vital 
subject can be best explained by-relating the 
following experiences: 

Bishop E. O. Haven, known to the entire 
land, was unaccountably awakened one night 
out of a sound sleep, and lay awake until 
morning. His mind seemed unusually active, 
and he not only reviewed his past life, which 
had been an eventful one, but laid extensive 
plans for the future. He did not feel especially 
ill, but, could not account for the unusual ac- 
tivity of his brain, nor for the restlessness 
which seemed to possess him.

Has a Suggestion to Offer on the Subject ef the Water 
Works and Streets. 

The Hon.Frank Rice, in a conversation with @ rep- 
resentative of THE CONSTITUTION said: 

“I think that there is a way to handle the water 
works that will settle the difficulty we have. To 
begin with, we need abont a hundred thousand 
dollars to make a new main. In the next place, 
we need about a hundred thousand dollars to fix 
our streets. This money we cannot get by issuing 
bond: or by extra taxes, but there is a way to 
get it. Iain opposed to selling the water works 
outright. I don’t think the city ought to part with 
them entirely. My plan would te this: To sell, 
say half or nearly half of the water works to a pri- 
vate company ata figure to be agreed on, not less 
than the cost. Say that we were to sell $250,000 
worth of stock toa company, letting the city own 
the balance and a majority of the stock.

If Mr. Kimball did not believe the seventy- 
five thousand dollars of bonds worth more 
than fifty thousand dollars, why did he agree 
to pay back in money seventy-five thousand 
in six years? It was an item worth consider- 
ing how much these bonds were intrinsically 
worth when Mr. Kimball got them if hein- 
tended in good faith to comply with the con- 
tract, but if he did not intend to comply it 
was not. 

The question resolves itself to our origi- 
nal proposition. The experience of the city 
of Atlanta with city parks should be a 
warning to our countil,and there should be no 
needless haste in providing a place to plant 
money uselessly when we have so many 
pressing calls for work on our streets, for 
a city hospital for the sick and disabled, 
and for twenty other vital wants for a city 
the size of Atlanta. 
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THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

Everybody knows that the public debt is 
becoming beautifully less, but very few have 
calculated as hus Mr. Jolyn M. Carson, clerk 
of the committee on ways and means, the ex- 
tent of the paying-off process since the close 
of the war. The interest-bearing debt was at 
the highest point on August 31, 1865, when it 
amounted to $2,351,530,291, upon which the 
annual interest charge was $151,000,000. At 
the close of last month the interest-bearing 
debt had been reduced to $1,514,752,700, and 
the interest charge had shrunk to $61,000,000. 
Nor is this all. for during the time there was 
a reduction in the non _ interest-bearing 
debt, mostly greenback, of $183.377,554— 
making the aggregate reduction since August 
31, 1865, overa thousand millions, or to be 
exact, $1,030,165,149. Mr. Carson has taken 
the pains io show what this means when put 
in the form of an average daily decrease. The 
number of days, including Sundays, embraced 
within the period from August 31, 1865, to 
April 1, 1882, is 6,056, end the debt has there- 
fore been paid off at the rate of $142.000a 
day, Sundays and holidays included. 

The receipts for March were $4,300,000 more 
than they were in March of last year, and all 
the indications are that the customs 
and internal revenue are keeping pace 
at least, with the astonishing growth of the 
country. Increasing wealth and extrava- 
gance are swelling the customs, and the rapid 
increase of population rolls up the internal 
taxes. If this is not offset by new pension 
swindles and congressional extravagance, the 
interest-bearing debt will be reduced toa 
thousand millions within three years, even 
if the internal revenue taxes are sliced down. 
and the tarriff partially reformed. The pub- 
lic debt cannot be paid off too fast for 
the good ef the whole country.” There 
will be o- real tariff reform, no 
return to simpler and better methods unti 
the debtis largely reduced. It should be 
paid off to the last farthing in the course ot 
the next fifteen years. This proposition will 
be resisted by the people who are interested 
in the tariff monopoly, in the national banks 
and in liberal national appropriations.

The city would still 
retain herinterest in the water works and would 
have money enough to complete everything in 
ship-shape order.”’ 

‘Has such a thing ever been done?”’ 

“Yes. In the gas works, and this was certainly 
the most profitable investment Atlanta ever made. 
Iam satisfied thatif the water works were valued 
at $550,000 for instance and $250,000 worth of stock 
s@id that the balance would pay as well as the gas 
stock has paid. The private management would 
insure enre and skill in the handling of 
the works. I am satisfied that it can be 
made to pay 12 percent on that amount of stock 
within a very short time.’’ 

“Could acompany be raised to take the stock?” 

“Yes, You may say that it can be done without 
delay or trouble. A good company can be organ- 
ized, and'such an arrangement would give the city 
all the money it needed for its streets and a park, 
while it would still retain the bulk of what must 
become a most valuable property.”’ 

“This would necessitate the use of meters, would 
it not?’’ 

“Yes: but I think there would be no objection 
to this -whea it is understood. The present 
price of water by meter is seventeen cents 
for a thousand gallons. A thousand gallons is 
twenty-three barrels, so that would be a cost of less 
than one cent a barrel. At these rates 1 am satisfied 
it would pay the city and the company that man- 
aged it a handsome profit. I think it would cer- 
tainly be better than parting with the entire water 
works to any company whatever.”

Of Letters to be Printed on the Subject of “Corn 


Ralsing.” 

GWINNETT CowunTy, Ga., March 21, 1582.—Editors 
Constitution: The cotton exposition is over, but 
cotton manufactories and cotton seed o11 mills are 
on a boom, and otherenterprises are springing up 
allaround. Itissaid agriculture is the founda- 
tion of all these things. If that be so, it is very im- 
portant that it should be properly conducted. 
About a year ago lI wrote a short article for Tur 
CONSTITUTION, giving a statement of my experi- 
ments for three or four yearsin cotton rows three 
feet and four feet wide. I will not repeat the state- 
ment here,but just say that cotton plamted four feet 
wide made as much as that planted three feet 
am so well confirmed in the fact that I have noin- 
tention whatever of planting any more three feet 
rows. We, the farmers, are admonished on every 
hand by writers on the subject toraise more corn. 
Of course that fed to hogs would give us more 
meat, and in order to do that plant less cotton. All 
of which appears very weil, but let us try to be con 
sistent in our conrelusious as near as we Can. We 
are invinting capital amongst us to build cotton 
factories, and insisting that our people should eff- 
gage in the same bursuit. Where wouid the profit 
be on capital investedin that way, if we were ab- 
ruptly to break off making cotton and raise grain 
entirely? Of course no oneis thinking of that, but 
from the statements [see about the prosperity of 
the grain raisers, it would s¢em that we all 
should = turn our attention that way. 
But let us examineinto the condition of things a 
littie. We would say thatall the cotton that has 
been produced fora series of years has been needed 
to run the cotton factories and more are being 
built. We suppose they will need the same amount 
hereafter at any rate, and we all know that we 
need more corn in Georgia than we I just 
mention Georgia. The other cotton are in 
the same eondiiion to a greater or less extent. 
Now. how shall we manage to produce the same 
amountof cotton and increase the production of 
eorn? It seems to me that something might be 
donein this way. One hundred thousand acres of 
cotton in four feet rows would require no more 
hoeing than 75,000 acres in three feet rows. Well, 
we will take the 100,000 acres. It will take one-fourth 
longer to put in the fertilizer in 100,000 acres 
than the 75,000. Then in the 100,000 acres four feet 
wide and the 75,000 acres three feet wide there 
would be the same number of rows and the 100,000 
acres could be planted inthe same time that the 
75,000 acres could, and all the balance of the culti- 
vation would be done in the same time except 
when the middles would be plowed out, then it 
would take one-fourth longer to plow 100,000 acres 
than 75,000. To make allowance for the extra plow- 
ing, we would say that it would take the same time 
to cultivate 80,000 acres three feet wide that it 
would 100,000 four feet wide. Allowing the same 
yield per acre (say a balf bale) the result would be 
40,C00 aid 50 600 bales: so we eethe same laborin 
four feetrows wiil make 10,000 bales more. The 
10,000 bales at #40 a bale would be $400,000. We 
could invest thatin cotton factories, snd if they 
mide money the dividends would be among our- 
selves, and our material prosperity would be ad- 
vanced that much. Now, if we only want 40,000 
bales, plant the rows fonr feet wide on 80,000 arres 
and four-fifths of the labor will make it, and we 
can devote the other one-fifth to cultivating corn. 
Now, if this one-fifth of labor makes $400,000 in 
eotton, how much willit makein corn? I sunpose 
that cannot be so easily determined, but say $200 1 0 
worth of corn, and we would have that much 
amongst us, acd would no’ have tosend west for it 
Any one can see the benefit in that. Now. if the 
whole cotton region of the United States were to 
@iopt that manner of planting cotton and raising 
corn the profits to us would ve immense. Let the 
subject be taken into consideration by the cotton 
planters, and each one experiment for himself in 
that way and they can soon find out the factsin the 
case.

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Mr. Grant't Proposition. 

The following is a copy of the proposition 
made by ¢ olonel L. P. Grantto the city coun- 
cil of Atlanta for a park: 

To the Honorable the City Council of At- 
lanta—Gentlemen: Leaving my former pro 
position intact, | now propose to donate to the 
city of Atlanta, fora park, 100 acres of land, 
being the east half of land lot 43, excepta 
strip of 300 feet along the north line. 

The northwest corner of the land I offer to 
donate is about 600 feet inside of the city 
limits. The formof the tractis rectangular. 
nieasuring 1,500 feet between the eastand west 
boundaries and 2.670 feet between the north 
and svuth boundaries. The entire tract is 
covered with a young forest growth, suffi- 
ciently large to form a good, ample shade to 
walks and drives. 

A stream of pure, limpid, freestone water, 
fed by two large and numerous small springs, 
runs through the length of the tract’ from 
north to south, the heads of which are shut 
off from impure drainage by a natural ridge. 
The topography—for adaptation to an orna- 
mental park, with, comfortable walks and 
drives—is not surpassed by the same area of 
land of compact form, to the best of my 
knowledge, within three miles of the centre 
of the city in other directions. 

If this site sha!l be selected by the council 
fora park, I propose to donate such avenues 
to the traci, through other lands of mine, as 
shall be necessary to give every needed access 
to the park. 

Thecondition which I attach to the donation 
is, that the city shall enclose and protect the 
tract, and expend two thousand dollars in 
opening walks and drives for the comfort and 
pleasure of our citizens, within the space of 
one year from the acceptance, and annually 
thereafter at least the same sum until the 
whole area is utilized té the purpose for 
which it is donated.

‘Have you many applications for admission 
from hun-restdents ?

There are applications enough from 
this cluss, acconipanicu by olfers of pay, to 
maintain an additigual scuool to the number 
required by the t alee:

“What aid du yougreceive trom tbe county 
or the Peavody fund?’ 

‘Phe Peabody tund is now devoted to the 
maintenance of normal schools. From = the 
county we received last vear, $4,600 which 
should have been $7,000, if the poll tax bad 
been promptiy paid.

“What is the attendance in the high

An unusualiy large meeting of the Atlanta 
bar was held in the supreme court room at 
nine o’cloc k ve ste ‘rday morning . to eonsider 
the question of the bar suggesting the name 
of some suitable person for the judgeship ot 
the United States court for the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia soon to be created. About 
venty-five atturneys were present. Judge 
Collies was called to preside, and Mr. B. H. 
Hill, jr., was requested toJact as secretary. 
After a very full discussion of the propriety of | 
smaking any recommendation as well as to 
who would be the most suitable person for 
such a high and important office. it was de- 
cided to settle the matter by ballot. The bal 
lot resultedin 51 votes for Judge H. K. Me- 
Coy, eight for Mr. George 8S. Thomas, and 
eight scatte.ing. On motion of one of the 
members who had opposed Judge McCay his 
recommendation was made unanimous. On 
motion ofMr. Hoke Smith a committee of six 
was appointed to go on to Washington city 
and present the name of Judge McCay and 
urge his appointment. The commit- 
tee appointed was as follows: 
Judge Logan E. _ Bleckley, chairman 
Judge Collier, Mr. Hoke Smith, Colonel P. L 
Mynatt, Mr. S. A. Darnell and Mr. T. P. 
Westmoreland. 

There was a very free expression of opinion 
onthe subject and during the debate on the 
different questions that came up the mem- 
bers expressed themselves with force. A 
number of short speeches were made, but 
probably the most notable was one by Coionel 
George T. Fry, in which he said that while on 
the supreme bench Judge McCay had en- 
deavored to change a principle of law which 
had been held in Georgia from the earliest 
state, and had 
been recognized and indorsed and reiterated 
by the supreme court. He referred to Judge 
McCay’s opinion that juries /n crimina! cases 
are not judges of the law as well as the facts, 
but are only judges of the facts. The law of 
Georgia is that juries are to be the judges of 
the facts and of the law as given in charge by 
the court. Judge Bleckley spoke ably in be- 
half of Judge McCay, and said that he was a 
good man and that he hoped he would be 
nominated unanimously. Judge McCay isa 
strong republican, but he was unanimously 
selected as the choice of the Atlanta bar.
